In addition, several houses 
have been searched and a quantity of arms 
has been seized. 

Considerable alarm is reported to exist 
at the Yildiz Kiosk in consequence of the 
fact that Albanian guards refuse to do. 
duty there any longer. It is supposed 
that the guards were suborned by the 
Mussulman commission, and there seems 


to be little doubt but that eight of the 
soldiers were executed and twenty-four 
others were sent to diferent prisons. 

In Anatolia the feeling of discontent 
against the rule of the Sultan is becom- 
ing #0 marked that important events are 
expected to take place shortly. The fusion 
of the Mussulman and Armenian com- 
missions is believed to be imminent, and 
it is said upon good authority that a joint 
— taanifesto will shortly be is- 
sued. 

The Turkish government is aware of the 
serious aspect which affairs are taking, 
and it is evident that desperate efforts are 
being made in Constantinople to raise 
money with which to provide for the call- 
ing out of the army reserves. 


ANTAGONISTIC TO ENGLAND. 


American Interests in the Far East 
on the Side of Russia. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. I.— “ Whether the 
newspapers are technically correct in stat- 
ing that a treaty has been consummated 
between Russia and China for the occupancy 
of the harbor at Port Arthur by the Rus- 
sian fleet and the extension of the Siberian 


railroad through Manchuria, I am confident 
that such arrangement is among the proba- 
bilities of the near future, and when it is 
made the Government of the United States 
should do nothing to prevent its consumma- 
ton,“ said Senator Morgan, Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, to-day. It is,“ the Senator contin- 
ued, “the legitimate result of the situa- 
tion. Our interests in this instance, as in 
most others, are antagonistic to those of 
England. That country is merely seeking 
in antagonizing Russia in this matter to 
hold the trade advantage she now enjoys 
in the Orient, and, — her rival in the 
commerce of that section of the world, 
there is every reason why we should not 
pull her chestnuts out of the fire. The pro- 
— railroad would open up an immense 
omain for the interchange of trade, and 
— directing our influence in the right direc- 
tion we ought to secure a very large share 
of it. The Northern Asiatic country is 
rich in natural resources, which, with this 
means of reaching a market, would be vir- 
tually so much wealth added to the world’s 
stock. Furthermore, the Siberian people 
are entitled on the grounds cf humanity to 
an outlet to the sea. Siberia is an isolated

CARLISLE AND SILVER. 


A correspondent writes to the Post- 
Dispatch asking if it is true that it was 
Secretary Carlisle who denounced as “a 
conspiracy” the legislation which almost 
simultaneously in Europe and America 
struck down silver as a money metal. 
It is true. Not only did Mr. Carlisle de- 
nounce it as a conspiracy, but he declared 
that “the consummation of such a scheme 
would ultimately entail more-misery upon 
the human race than all the wars, pesti- 
lence and famine that ever occurred in 
the history of the world.” In a speech 
delivered in the House of Representa- 
tives on Feb. 21,1878, Mr. Carlisle said. 

I shall not enter into an examination of 
the causes which have combined to depre- 
ciate the relative value of silver, and to ap- 
preciate the value of gold since 1873, but I 
am one of those who believe that they are 
transient and temporary in their nature, 
and that when they have passed away or 
have been removed by the separate or.

POLICY HOLDERS DENIED. 


Recent Suits Against the Mutual Re 
serve Fund Fall Through. 


In reply to Gen. J. W. Buel’s statement 
regarding the Mutual Reserve Fund Life 
Association of New York, Mr. Gust. Hoeber, 
local manager and treasurer for the com- 
pany, makes the following statement: 

“In a test case brought against the Mu- 
tual Reserve Fund Life Association by 
Isaac L. Seymour to restrain the Mutual 
Reserve Fund Life Association from col- 
lecting its assessments as recently por- 
tioned, Judge Beekman on the Ast of Oc- 
tober handed down an elaborate decision 
denying the application.

New York, concurring in the opinion of 
Justice Beekman, denied a similar applica- 
tion on the 29th inst. 

The question of the right of the asso- 
clation to reapportion its rates having 
thus been determined favorably to it, policy 
holders in St. Louis will not be likely to 
follow the advice of Gen. Buel, who has 
recently demanded of the association the 
return of his premium as the price of the 
discontinuance of his efforts against it, and 
upon that being peremptoril refused, he

Meyer Bros. Drug Ce. Buys In the 
Daugherty-Crouch Concern. 


A deal involving about $280,000 was con- 
summated at 6 o’clock Thursday evening 
by which Meyer Bros. Drug Co. takes charge 
of the stock and fixtures of the Daugherty- 


Crouch Drug Co. of this city. This deal will 
give to St. Louis the largest single drug 
house in the world. 

The Daugherty Crouch Co. was organized 
about five years ago by W. H. Tinker of the 
Columbia Brewery, Henry Vogelsang. John 
Crouch and William Graham. Daniel P. 
Daugherty was also interested in the con- 
cern, but sold out his interest over two 
years ago. 

The two first named gentlemen furnished 
the money and Mr. Crouch, who was a 
practical wholesale druggist, was general 
manager, and Mr. Graham had charge of 
the office affairs. 

Ine firm has been 
about $750,000 per annum, 
eight traveling salesmen. 

Under the provisions of the purchase 
all of the employes of the Daugherty- 
Crouch Co. will be retained by the Meyer 
Bros. Co. Mr. Crouch will occupy an 
important position with the * and 
Mr. Graham will be the assistant to the 
Treasurer. 

The work of taking an inventory of stock 
was begun Friday morning under the di- 
rection of Theodore Meyer and Chas. W.

In 1854 the 
St. Louis house was started as a branch, 
but soon became the parent house. Mr. 
Meyer is still at the head of the house, 
exercising a general supervision of its af- 
fairs. The active management is, however, 
in the hands of Messrs. Theodore F. and 
Gus J. Meyer and Chas. W. Wall, who 
are respectively general Manager, secre- 
tary and buyer and treasurer of the com- 
pany.

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-NEW INSURANCE LAW. 


* l — —— 
Difficulties Besetting the Work of the 
State Board. 


The comunittee of the State Insurance 
Board, which has been busy formulat- 
ing a new policy to govern in this State, 
will adjourn Friday afternoon. The new 
policy will then be submitted to legal in- 
spection, and such changes as are then 
made will be incorporated in the policy 
before it is submitted to State Superintend- 
ent of Insurance Waddlll. If he approves 
it it will go into effect at once. 


There is a difficulty in the way, how- 
ever, which may knock cut the new policy. 
It grows out of the ambiguous reading of 
the law. The bill contains a provision that 
all insurance companies doing business 
within-the State shall agree upon a policy. 
The State Board is composed of about 
two-thirds of the companies in the State. 
If the other one-third, or even a few of 
them, refuse to accept the policy drawn 
for them under the direction of the State 
Board, there may be trouble that will 
throw the matter into the courts. 

The three-fourths clause of the new policy 
is not creating as much uneasiness among 
the insurers as was expected. Under the law 
which was practically framed by State Su- 
perintendent Waddill, companies cannot in- 
sure individuals or firms for more than 
three-quarters of the value of the insured 
property. To get around this, the agents 
say that they will attach to all policies 
special riders which will operate to waive 
the provisions of the law. They will, in fact, 
contract to pay full losses, regardless of 
the law, in certain instances. 

It is felt that the three-fourths provision 
does great injustice to many interests. Thus 
in the case of grain and cotton, it is abso- 
lately necessary that insurance should be 
full, as the banks are in the habit of ad- 
vancing money on such staples to their full 
value. This they would not do ff they could 
only be assured of three-fourths insurance 
in case of fire loss. 

The intention of Superintendent Waddill 
was to discourage fires and make the moral 
hazard less great by putting one-fourth of 
the loss on the insured. Agents think that 
the law will probably prevent many fires 
in this way, yet in the case of large and 
honorable firms carrying, say, $1,000,000 in- 
surance, the loss of one-fourth, or $250,000, 
would probably force them out of busi- 


ness. 

The State law on the subject reads as 
follows: No company shall take a risk on 
any property in this State at a ratio great- 
er than three-qparters of the actual value 
of the property insured, and when taken its 
a shall not be questioned in any proceed- 

The law in this case is not very clear. It 
says that “‘no company shall take a risk, 
Sete.“ This is construed by some agents to 
mean that no single company shall ve 
policy for more than th ‘quarters of t 
value of the property insu and they sa 
that the law can be avoided by taking pol- 
icies in more than one company for any 
amount desired. 

The committee of the State board does not 
take this view of the law, but thinks chet 
the intention was that no property should 
be insured for more than three-quarters of 
its value. They have drawn the new policy 
to agree with this interpretation of the 
aw. : .

The records show 
that in October, 1894, 254 perimts were is- 
sued for brick buildings to cost $660,081, 93 
frame buildings to cost $45,120 and additions 
and alterations to cost $37,000, the total cost 
being $778,500. oy 

With the exception of one or two, the per- 
mits issued during the month just closed 
were for dwellings. There is a noticeable 
falling off in the erection of frame dwellings, 
which is very agreeable to the realty deal- 
ers and property-owners . More 
fine residences were erected and in course 
of construction at the present time than 
during any one season for years. In Sep- 
tember about 350 building permits were is- 
sued for structures to cost 116.

} ames W. Brown Tells of the Kessler's 
Siding Hold Up. 


GOSHEN, Ind., Nov. 1.— The sworn con- 
fession of James W. Brown, who is a pris- 
oner in the county jail at Allegan, Mich., 
clears up the mystery which had for two 
years surrounded the express robbery at 
Kessler's siding. 

On the night of Sept. 12, 1893, the east- 


bound express on the Lake Shore was run 
onto the siding at a little station near Ken- 
daliville. The engineer was shot and the 
express messenger badly hurt by masked 
robbers. who cracked the express car safe 
and emptied it of its contents 

Browr: was arrested in Michigan five 
weeks ago as a suspect in the attempt to 
loot a Chicago and West Michigan pas- 
senger train. Some remarks Brown made 
aroused the suspicion of the Sheriff that he 
had a hand in the Lake Shore robbery. 

In the confesison Brown says that he, 
with John and Abe Smalley, were living in 
Allegan County, Mich., just before the 
Lake Shore hold-up. They planned the ex- 
press robbery -before entering the State 
on foot and traveling at night only. After 
the hold-up the three pushed back across 
the Michigan line, tramping forty or fifty 
miles.

000, they separated. Abe Smalley went to 
Northern Michigan while John and Brown 
went West. All recently worked back into 
their former haunts near Allegan. Johh was 
killed six weeks ago while resisting ar- 
rest.

Brown 
says he has his share of the spoils in- 
vested, but refuses to say where, and will 
give no account of the two years between 
the crime, to which he confesses, and the 
recent one.

Awkwardness of His Analogy in Intro- 
ducing Gen. Gordon. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 1—At Gen. 
Gordon of Georgia’s lecture here last night 
the lecturer was introduced by ex-President 
Harrison in the following terms: 

Ladies and Gentlemen—I do not believe 
that a lecture by Bismarck on the ‘Last 
Days of the Franco-Prussian War’ would 
be listened to in Paris, but we shall listen 
to-night, not only without prejudice, but 
‘with very great pleasure, to a lecture from 


that distinguished soldier and statesman, 
Gen. Gordon of Georgia. The two conditions 
are widely different. We have not lost 
Alsace and Lorraine. We have not lost any 
territory. We are here to-night again a 
Union of all the States, under one flag. 
loved by all its people. (Applause.) We are 
cherishing no revenges; we are to-night 
asking only this question of any man: 
Does he love the Constitution and the 
flag?’ (Applause.) 

“And this question our distinguished friend 
has already nobly answered. (Applause.) 
There was one good accruing from that 
long and bloody strife. We learned to have 
a better appreciation of each other. Before 
the war the South undervalued the North, 
and the North undervalued the South. In 
that struggle we learned to value each other 
for what we are worth, and to find in each 
other that courage, that endurance, that 
devotion to a cause which is characteristic 
of Americans, and make us one in spite of 
our strife.
